ing, and have duly qualified themfelves according to the faid acts, 
or ihal) duly qualify themfelves according to this prefent act, in 
that behalf, fhall be commiffioners for putting in execution this 
prefent act, and the powers therein contained, within and for 
the fame counties, fhires, ttewartries, ridings, cities, boroughs, 
cinque-ports, towns, and places, of Great Britain, for which they 
were fo named or appointed refpectively ; and that all and every 
the juftices of the peace, and magittrates of corporations and 
burghs, in any part of Great Britain, who are or thall be in any

whereas many fuch perfons fcruple to declare their approbation of, and 
to fubfcribe, the faid articles not excepted as aforefaid: for giving 


eafe to fuih fecrupulows perfons in the exercife of religion, may it 
pleafe your Majefty that it may be enacted; and beit enacted by 
the King’s moft excellent majefty, by and with the advice and 
confent of the lords {piritual and temporal, and ¢ommons, in 
this prefent parliament affembled, and by the authority of the 
fame, ‘That every perfon diffenting fromthe church of England,

twenty-third years of the fame king, intituled, An a& for vefting 
certain fee-farm rents, and other fmall rents, in truftees; or onè 
of them, all the fee-farm rents, rents fervice, rents feck or dry rents, 
chantry rents, guild rents, cafile guard rents, and other rents, within 
the furvcy of the duchy of Lancafter, due and payable to the faid late 
Kirg, his heirs and fucceffors, (except as therein mentioned) were veft- 
ed tn certain truftees, and their heirs, with powers for them to make 
fale thereof, for the benefit of the faid King, his heirs and fucceffors,

VW HEREAS the purnijhment of felons, and other offenders, Preamble.
